tion of the empire. Even at the pree 
ent rate of export we are sending Dut 
little*more than the equivalent of one 
yard of our cotton fabrics to every in- 
habitant of China; if the consumption of 
cotton cloth per head of the Chinese 
Population was equal] to that 
Uniteq States, there would not be cot- 
ton enough grown in the world to sup- 
ply it. 

“You, Mr. President, have done your 
utmost to procure the boundless possibil- 
ities of this market for American com- 
merce and industry by your steadfast and 
resolute adhesion td the policy of the 
open door, of equality of commercial] op- 
portunities for all nations of the Far 
East. The question remuins pertinent 
Why cannot exporters and manutfactur- 
ers of the United States do the rest with- 


Out futher aid or cooperation from their 


government. The answer is to be found 
in the peculiar conditions which surround 
the introduction of foreign goods into the 
interior of China. It is the testmony 
Of all who have studied the subject from 
actual observation that China's trade pos- 
sibilities are immeasurable that foreign 
trade hag merely scratched the surface 
of them, and that the great majority of 
Chinese are familiar neither with for- 
eigners nor foreign products. 

The China Trade. 

Attention was called to the representa- 
(@nglish) and 
Lyons (French) commissions on  Chi- 
nese trade, and continuing, the address 
says: 

“The circumstances that have tended to 
stimulate the recent demand for Ameri- 
can cotton cloth in China is unquestion-

dence within nor, faith in the security 
of investment from without. The invest. 
ment of both marks the opening of a new 
era in the history of China pregnant 
with momentous results from the com- 
merce of the world, and not least among 
the mations for the commerce of the 
United States. That a careful study by 
competent men of the new conditions 
Which mark the dawn of the new day 
in China would bring out facts of great 
Value to manufacturers and merchants 
of the United States and particularly to 
those engaged in the production. and dis- 
tribution of *eotton fabrics does not ad- 
mit of question,
